To Ше administrator pupil- 
teacher ratio is merely а conven- 
lent measure for assigning teach- 
ers 10 local boards on an equalized 
Metro-wide basis. 

Its a mathematical formula, ar- 
rived at hv dividing the number of 
pupils by the number of school 
staff who hold teaching certifi- 


cates. It is not an exact indicator - 


of class size. since each board has 
the freedom to deploy its staff as it 
pleases. 50. in one school, guidance 


. counsellors may teach classes іп - “ 


history or whatever. while at an- 
other, they may һе full-time coun- 
sellors. 

In Metro, the pupil- -teacher Tatio 
in the secondary schools will rise in 
September tp 16.7 students for each 
teacher from 16.5, putting it at the 
present provincial average. 

The board's administrators insist 
this slight increase will not in- 
crease class size. since the elimi- 
nated jobs of 123 teachers will be 
covered bv assigning extra duties 
io teachers who now have a ight- 
er-than-averagze teaching load. 

Scarborough irustee James 
French pointed cut that all school 
staf[—]amitors.  secreiaries and 
teachers-—must work harder this 
year, às the boards trim budzets to 
meet provincial spending limits. 

"I don't think the teachers want 
lo shirk their responsibility. We're 
just asking them to make a modest 
increase in productivity. It's not 
unreasonable." 

But unlike secretaries. who can 
type faster, teachers сай i leach 
laster. The teacher's Joh can't be 
subjected to time and motion stude 
techniques, according to Jeff Shif- 
rn, а Westview Centennial Second- 
ary School math teacher and tha 
man who first suggested the North 
York "studv session."
